A  Community  Like  Mount  Sinai 


On  February  18,  Jewish 

communities  around  the 
world  will  read  parashat 
Yitro,  recounting  the  giving  of 
Torah  at  Mount  Sinai.  The  miracle 
of  revelation,  the 
rabbis  explain,  is 
that  every  Israelite 
received  the  Torah 
according  to  their 
own  capacity.  Young 
and  old,  male  and 
female  -  no  matter 
their  station  in  life, 
every  Israelite  was 
included  at  the  foundational  moment 
of  our  people’s  formation. 


This  month  is  Jewish  Disabilities 
Awareness  and  Inclusion  Month 
(JDAIM).  As  a  synagogue  family,  we 
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look  to  this  month  as  an  opportunity 
to  raise  awareness  and  to  impact 
the  culture  of  our  community  on  all 
issues  of  inclusion.  Inclusion  means 
our  community  is  enhanced  because 
each  individual  is  enabled  and  can 
participate.  From  the  way  we  greet 
people  at  the  door  to  words  on  the 
pulpit,  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
professionals,  clergy,  and  laity  will 
push  ourselves  to  rise  to  the  gold 
standard  of  Mount  Sinai.  Is  the  Torah 
of  our  community  equally  accessible 
to  all?  Is  our  community  truly  a  house 
of  prayer  for  all  people?  What  are 
the  spoken  and  unspoken  signals  we 
send  to  differently  abled  members  of 
our  synagogue  family?  Are  the  clergy, 
professionals,  lay  committees,  and 
otherwise  sufficiently  resourced  and 
ready  to  meet  the  needs  of  every  PAS 
member? 

The  first  step  is  awareness.  On  Friday 
night,  February  10,  we  will  welcome 
Dr.  Dan  Gottlieb,  author  of  Letters 
to  Sam:  A  Grandfather’s  Lessons 
on  Love,  Loss,  and  the  Gifts  of  Life. 

We  look  to  learn  from  this  nationally 
acclaimed  author  about  the  strength 
of  the  human  spirit  in  the  face  of 
adversity  and  the  power  of  compassion 
and  kindness.  In  addition,  every 
Friday  evening  service  in  February 
will  include  members  of  our  own  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  family  sharing 
personal  accounts  -  a  PAS  JDAIM 
tradition  that  serves  to  raise  awareness 
and  strengthen  our  communal  bonds. 

After  awareness  comes  education. 
Building  on  last  year’s  staff  training, 
our  professionals  will  participate  in  a 
variety  of  workshops  preparing  them 
to  meet  all  of  our  congregants  “where 
they  are.”  Our  Bnei  Mitzvah  educators 
and  tutors  will  participate  in  a  full- 


day  intensive  aimed  at  developing  the 
skills  to  work  with  learners  of  different 
abilities.  We  support  personalized 
efforts  to  enable  individuals. 

Once  educated,  we  turn  to 
engagement.  Every  one  of  our 
congregational  Arms  will  be 
encouraged  to  evaluate  their  own 
programmatic  offerings  by  the  “Mount 
Sinai”  litmus  test  of  inclusion.  In  a 
community  as  large  and  far-reaching 
as  ours,  we  are  all  responsible  for 
leading  by  example  on  matters  of 
inclusion.  I  would  like  to  thank  the 
entire  Inclusion  Committee,  led  by 
Lisa  Grinberg  and  Dena  Klein,  for 
their  inspired  leadership  as  they  help 
our  community  to  remove  the  barriers 
and  build  points  of  access. 

As  I  have  shared  from  the  pulpit  on 
more  than  one  occasion,  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue’s  culture  of  inclusion  will 
not  be  measured  only  by  the  delivery 
of  a  sermon  or  by  a  single  program. 
Nor  for  that  matter,  is  inclusion  an 
effort  particular  to  just  one  month 
of  the  year.  Twelve  months  a  year, 
every  day,  in  every  interaction,  every 
synagogue  staff  member  and  layperson 
is  a  stakeholder  in  shaping  who  we 
are  and  who  we  teach  our  children 
to  be.  Inclusion  is  the  path  to  a  more 
complete  community  for  us  all.  I  urge 
us  all  to  see  ourselves  as  participants 
in  this  process,  this  month  and  every 
month.  May  we  all  work  toward 
achieving  the  standard  of  Mount 
Sinai  and  may  we  build  an  inclusive 
community  where  all  people  are 
welcome  and  have  the  opportunity  to 
participate  meaningfully  and  to  the  full 
extent  of  their  abilities,  a  community 
worthy  of  our  highest  hopes  and 
ideals.

Tu  BiShvat  at 
PAS 


Dalet,  and  Hey  learners  (Grades  3-5) 
read  about  Israelis  planting  trees  on 
Tu  BiShvat  and  how  preserving  trees 
is  important  for  the  environment. 
They  learned  about  the  varieties  of 
trees  that  grow  in  Israel  and  created  a 
collage  wall  mural  of  an  Israeli  forest. 

From  studying  Israeli  trees  and  the 
seven  species  to  bringing  the  entire 
congregation  together  to  celebrate 
learning,  trees  have  been  a  fruitful 
symbol  that  branches  out  and  leaves 
us  rooted  in  our  tradition. 


While  we  specifically  honor 
trees  on  the  holiday  of 
Tu  BiShvat,  trees  are 
an  inspiring  symbol  as  a  means  of 
education  through  art  throughout  the 
year.  Seven  years 
ago,  we  created 
large  tree  sculptures 
that  provide  the 
structure  for  our 
many-themed 
projects.  In  2011, 
every  division  of 
learners  in  the 
congregation, 
from  the  ECC  through  adults, 
had  a  branch  on  the  tree 
where  they  shared  what 
they  had  learned  in  the  past 
year.  In  2012,  the  Hey  class 
(Grade  5)  researched  their 
family  trees  and  created 
them  in  leaves.  In  2013, 

Vav  and  Zayin  students 
(Grades  6-7)  reviewed  and 
expanded  their  knowledge 
of  Jewish  symbols,  and  their 
drawings  were  displayed  on 
the  tree.  The  mission  of  the 
Congregational  School  is  for 
learners  to  KNOW  Judaism,  DO 
Jewish  rituals,  acts  and  behaviors, 
BELIEVE  in  Jewish  values,  and 
BELONG  to  the  Jewish  community. 

In  2014,  Congregational  School 
learners  created  leaves  telling  what 
they  learned,  did,  believed  and  how 
they  became  a  community,  and  they 
hung  the  leaves  on  the  tree  as  part 
of  their  year-end  ceremony.  In  2015, 
Gan,  Alef,  and  Bet  learners  (Grades 
K— 2)  focused  on  wheat,  figs,  barley, 
pomegranates,  dates,  grapes  and 
olives  to  learn  about  plants  and  trees 
that  grow  naturally  in  Israel.  They 
painted  on  large  puzzle  pieces, 
and  then  put  the  pieces  together 
to  make  a  giant  picture  of 
growing  and  planting.  In  2016,  Gimel,

Fifty  Years  Ago 
at  PAS  - 
Dr.  Cecil  Roth 


Dr.  Cecil  Roth,  Oxford 

historian  and  renowned 
scholar  of  Jewish  history, 
spoke  at  PAS  on  Friday,  February 
17, 1967.  Editor-in-chief  of  the 
Standard  Jewish  Encyclopedia  and 
a  contributor  to  the  Encyclopedia 
Britannica,  Roth  described  how 
20th-century  archaeological 
discoveries  in  Israel  and  the  Middle 
East  had  revolutionized  the  whole 
story  of  Jewish  art.  In  particular, 
scenes  found  in  early  synagogues 
turned  on  its  head  the  long-held 
notion  that  figurative  art  was  so 
stringently  forbidden  in  Jewish 


tradition  that  it  had  no  place  in  the 
synagogue.  Mosaics  in  a  6th-century 
synagogue  in  the  Galilee  and 
frescos  from  a  structure  determined 
to  be  a  3rd-century  synagogue 
uncovered  near  the  northern  Syrian 
border  revealed  more  than  one 
hundred  biblical  images  including 
the  binding  of  Isaac,  the  finding 
of  Moses  in  the  bulrushes,  the 
overthrow  of  the  Egyptians,  and  the 
Purim  story  of  Mordecai  and  Esther. 
Roth  posited  that  these  discoveries 
changed  our  understanding  of  the 
use  of  figurative  imagery  in  ancient 
Jewish  texts  and  in  the  context  of 
the  synagogue.

On  December  6, 1987,  a  quarter 
million  Jews  and  their  supporters 
gathered  in  Washington,  DC  to 
demonstrate  solidarity  with  Soviet 
Jewry.
